-- That whereas projections show that at current rates, the Employment 
Insurance Account will attain a 12 billion dollar surplus by the end of 1997, 
and that according to the 1997 budget, the surplus will exceed 18 billion by 
the end of 1998-1999; and 


-- That whereas recent changes to the Employment Insurance Program have 
severely impacted on the lives of many Canadians, and are a source of great 
concerns, especially for those relying on seasonal work; and 


-- That whereas the study of this subject matter falls within the mandate of the 
Committee as identified in Standing Order 108 (2); 


The Committee undertake immediately to examine the changes to the 
Employment Insurance Program to determine their effects on Canadians and 
provide recommendations to the Government on ways to make the 
Employment Insurance Program more equitable for all workers.

It was agreed, -- That the Chair of the committee would wnte to the Minister 
of Human Resources Development requesting that the statutory review of the 
Employment Insurance system be tabled before December 25, 1997, and be

consultation with members, develop a work plan for addressing the larger 
question of employment.
